Vatican is Feverish. 


Rome, July 27.—The Vatican re- 


sembles an ant hill, so fwerlsh is the 
work of preparing the part of that 
building set aside for the conclave. 
Before 1870, conclaves were held in 
the quirinal palace, one long wing of 
which was always ready without any 
special preparation. But in the case 
of the Vatican apartments, three or 
four rooms for each cardinal, have to 
be specially prepared, and as thfro 
are (A cardinals, the amount of work 
Involved is -.-cry great indeed. 
The 


section destined for the conclave com- 
prises, on the ground floor of 
the 


Vatican, the three suites of rooms 


which surround, the famous court of 
San Damaso. the rooms under the 
late Pope's apartment, and the tower 
with the rooms about the Sala Du- 
cale. On the second floor, the rooms, 
about Loggia Raphael, and the Ponti- 
ficial offices comprising ail the apart- 
ments formerly occupied by Cardinal 
Rampolla, who has left the Vatican 
altogether, will be used. 


The whole will furnish commodious 


lodging for about uvu people. 


The Sistine chapel, as in the case of 


the last conclave, will be used for the 
meetings of the cardinals and the bal- 
loting. 
There 
after 
three 
solemn 


funern! services, which begin Tues- 
day, will be erected a throne for each 
cardinal. 
Over the thrones will be 


ba!-ar chinos, or canopies, attached to 
the wall behind. The moment a new 
Pope is selected, he will |0w«r his 
balaccbino as a token of his new dig- 
nity, thus silently announced. 


The Pauiin chapel will be used for 


the ce'ebratlon of nigh mass every 
morning of the conclave, while in tue 
Sala Ducale will be woveable altars 
for the masses to be celebrated every 
morning by each cardinal. 


The gend'arnjcs and palatine guards 


will bo transferred to the building in 
the Belvedere court yard, where the 
poor pilgrims were lodged during the 
last Jubilee, the gend'armes barracks 
being transformed into kitchens, pan- 
tries, etc. The Belvedere court yard 
will be converted into general quarters 
for the carpenters and other workmen. 
The court yard is quite unrecogniz- 
able. The long lines of glass windows 
of the Loggia Raphael, 
have 
been 


painted up to a certain height, as pre- 
caution and shades have been put on 
every window to better ensure se- 
crecy. 
Assurances have been given 


that everything will be in readiness 
for Friday night, but there is much 
yet to be accomplished. 


The cardinals, at their meeting to- 


day, again discussed thri advisao...ty 
of sending a note to the powers re- 
garding the condition of the Holy See. 
Some of then insisted on the necessity 
of not allowing the occasion to pais 
without again protesting against the 
occupation of pontiacial territory by 
Italy, thereby showing that the paper 
is determined to maintain its claims 
unabated. Others said they thought 
that such a note would not add any 
force to the many protests of the same 
kind already made, while it might in- 
terfere with the policy which the fu- 
ture Pope may desire to follow, atid 
added that the best thing to do was to 
leave the successor of Leo Xiu entire- 
ly free to choose the course which he 
may consider best for the good of the 
faithful and the general interests of 
the church.

In 1S92 and 1S93. a large section of 


the German array was poisoned by the 
use of such potatoes.

poison. 


This same poison appears in pota- 


toes that have be»»n kept in a damp 
piace and 
allowed to sprout, 


sprouts of the potatoes by exposure li 
light, become slightly greenish, im- 
parting to the potato this poisonous 
material. 


Housewives should be very careful 


about using such potatoes. A potato 
ttiat has been sprouted or has green 
spots on it should be thrown awa;,- 
and not cooked at all. It is unfit for 
food. It. is no economy to undertake 
to save such potatoes.

Three 
points are urged againat him. First, 
he is quoted a* saying at »ome time 
(the 
date is not fixed) prior to 189$, 


that he was not a democrat, but a 
bimetaHlst. Second, that he 
voted 


for General Weaver in 
1892; 
and, 


third, that he advocated principles 
which are not democratic. 


The first charge is entirely without 


foundation. Mr. Bryan never at any 
time or place denied his political af- 
filiation with the democrat ice party 
or permitted it to be questioned. His 
parents were democrats before him, 
and he counted himself a democrat in 
his youth because his parents were, 
and after he was grown, was a demo- 
crat because of his belief in demo- 
cratic priaciplea and policies. He 
made democratic speeches in 1880. 
before he was old enough to vote, and 
has made democratic speeches in 
every campaign since. He has at- 
tended democratic 
conventions for 


about twenty years, and has never 
been a delegate to a convention of 
any other party. He has 
favored 


fusion with the populists in Nebraska 
for the reason that upon the questions 
immediately before the country the 
populists and democrats agree, their 
differences being as to questions not 
reached. 


In 1890 Mr. Bryan was nominated 


for congr«8 by a democratic conven- 
tion and was elected, defeating both 
the republican candidate and the 
populist candidate. He was renomi- 
nated for congress in 1892 and again 
elected, defeating this time also a 
populist as well as a republican. In 
1894 he was the nominee of the demo- 
cratic state cessation for the United 
States senate, but was not indorsed 
by the populist state convention. 
While he would probably have receiv- 
ed the votes of the populist members 
of the legislature if their votes could 
have elected him, just as Senator Al- 
len had received the democratic votes 
in the legislature two years before, 
the republicans had a majority in the 
legislature elected in 18S4— the year 
In which Mr Cleveland's administra- 
tion was so overwhelming condemned. 
Nearly all of the populists voted for a 
member of their own party. 


At the close of the 53rd congress, 


in March, 1895. Mr. Bryan joined with 
Mr. Bland in preparing and circulat- 
ing an appeal to the democratic be- 
lievers in bimetallism 
to organize 


and secure control of the democratic 
organization 
Prom 
that 
date on 


to the meeting of the Chicago con- 
vention, he visited all parts of the 
ccountry, attending democratic meet- 
ings and conventions and giving what- 
ever assistance be could to the demo- 
cratic believers in bimetallism. There 
was never any question raised as to 
his party relations. 


In 1894 a few democrats left 
the 


democratic state convention and nom- 
inated what they called "a straight 
democratic ticket." This ticket re- 
ceived about five thousand votes in 
the state. The bolting organization 
was maintained until after the elec- 
tion of 1S96. In 1S95 tie organization 
secured for this ticket an unfair ad- 
vantage by collusion with the repub- 
lican judges 
In 1896 both organisa-

tion. The credentials' committee of 
tUe convention, however, after a full 
hearing, decided in favor of the regu- 
lar delegation, headed by Mr. Bryan, 
and tbe testimony before tuis com- 
mittee was so clear and convincing 
that the minority did not present a re- 
port. 


During all this period it will be 


seen that Mr. Bryan was active in 
party work and gave no excuse for 
any one to doubt his party connec- 
tions.

As to the policies which Mr. Bryan 


has supported, only a word need be 
said. 
On the tariff question, no one 


will dispute his orthodoxy. He helped 
to prepare the Wilson bill, which was 
much more acceptable even to Mr. 
Cleveland, than the senate bill after 
Mr. Gorman and Mr. Hill got through 
with it. The free list of the Wilson 
bill was practically identical with the 
free list set forth In the platform up- 
on which Mr. Bryan was elected m 
1890,
